Trial Was Called, But Mr. Folk Objected and Judge

The case of Harry A. Faulkner, indictéd 
by the December grandjury in conjuncti@h 
with Julius Lehmann, chd@?ged with 
jury in connection with the $13,000 boodl 
fund for. the House of Delegates in the 
passage of the Suburban traction bill, was 
called for trial before Judge Douglass in 
No. 8 of the Circuit Court Thursday morn- 
ing. 

Long before the hour set for trial, 10 
o'clock, the courtroom was filled with audi- 
tors. 

Harry Faulkner sat beside his counsel, 
Gov. Johnson, and was surrounded by 
friends. | 

Faulkner seemed in. no wise perturbed, 
and fanned himself lazily with his straw 
hat, the meantime busily maaticating 4 
piece of gum. Gov. Johnson declined to dis- 
cuss the case from any standpoint. 

Thomas J. Rowe, associated with Gov. 
Johnson in the defense, declined to say 
anything wbout his line of defense. When 
asked whom he had summoned as, wit- 
nesses he said he had none. 

“We will not need any witnesses ir this 
case,”’ he said; ‘‘they hav? no case against 
us.”” 

Circuit Attorney Folk said he was ready 
for trial.

MOTION TO QUASH., 

Judge Harvey then made a motion to 
quash the indictment on the ground that 
the charge of perjury was indefinite, and 
that there was no allegation that Faulk- 
ner had any specific information as to the 
existence of a stock fund, or had any in- 
formation that would tend to show the 
guilt or innocence of any party indicted 
for being implicated in the boodling cases; 
that there was no allegation of his spe- 
cific knowledge of the source of she I]- 
leged funds, nor does the indictment spec- 
ify from whom he had Knowledge of the 
existence of the fund, thus leaving the 
accusation of his knowledge todo indefinite 
for the defendant to be able to make de- 
fense. 

The perjury, with which Faulkner is 
charged, was in testifying before the grand- 
jury that he had no knowledge of the ex- 
istence of a slush fund of $75,000 when it 
was alleged in fact that he had. 

Judge Harvey stated that the indictment 
was an absurdity, and left Faulkner noth-

Mrs Dolly Hullinger’s Hus- 
band Committed Suicide. 


COUPLE MARRIED FORTY DAYS 


HIS SUSPICIONS LED TO TRAGEDY 
IN FOREST PARK. 


Girl Wife of Sixteen Years Says That 


Writer of Missive Which Caused 
Tragedy Was Hardly Known 
to Her. 
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From girl bride to girl widow in six 
weeks has been the rapid course of the 
shattered romance of 16-year-oli Mrs. Dol- 
lie Hullinger, whose husband, Pierce Hull- 
inger, shot himself in Forest Fark Wednes- 
day. 

A half-jesating note from a former ac- 
quaintance, written to the young wife and 
found by rer husband, caused their separa- 
tion, which he made permanegpt by taking 
his life. 

With a heavy heart the youthful widow 
is preparing to resume her former work 
as a music teacher, in which, in spite of 
her lack of years, she had made a suc- 
cessful beginning. 

Thursday she could not be seen at the 
home of her mother, Mrs. John Uller, at 
93294 Clark avenue. To her mother and 
sisters she had explained the circumstances 
which drove her husband from suspicion 
to separation and suicide. 

‘Dollie was devoted to her husband,” 
said one of her sisters. ‘“‘When she got a 
note from a young man who had worked 
in a factory where she was employed for 
a little while she did not try to keep him 
from seeing it. He had shown her letters 
from girls at his home, written since their 
marriage, and she had offered no objec- 
tion. 


Husband Became 
Suspicious. 
‘But he became suspicious at once, and 
insisted on a separation. Dollie came home, 
her heart almost broken, and soon after 


he commenced haunting the house. She 
would readily have gone with him, but her 
mother thought that the young people 
would better wait awhile until they learned 
better how to get along with each other. 

“He drank, but I had not heard Dollie 
complain of that. The only trouble came 
from that note, which was written by a 
young man whose name she hardly re- 
membered when she read it, and which she 
never intended to answer.’’ 

Pierce Hullinger, with his aunt, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Gress, met Dollie Smith at her 
home on May 30. She was giving music 
lessons to Mrs. Gress’ little daughter. 
Four days later they were married at 
Clayton, the authorities not questioning 
the girl's age. 

Mrs. Gress was the first to learn of the 
separation. 

“The poor girl came to my house one 
afternoon to give my little child a less6én,”’ 
sald Mrs. Gress, “and I saw she had been 
crying. I asked her what was the matter, 
and she sald ‘Don't vou know? Some fel- 
low that I hardly know to speak to, has 
written me a note, and Pierce has left 


me 

“T belleve my nephew thought he was 
doing right, but I ant sure that Dollie was 
a good girl, and that he did her the great- 
est possibie injustice.”’

SHIP WILL MAKE ATTACK 


REALISTIC MIMIC BATTLE TO BE 
FOUGHT IN AUGUST. 


Battleships, Torpedo Boats, Wireless 
Telegraph and All Up-to-Date De- 
vices for Naval Warfare to Be 
Used—Part Played by 
Searchlights. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Next month 
the war department and the navy depari- 
ment will demonstrate to their satisfaction, 
if not to the satisfaction of the people of 
New York, whether the forts on Long Is- 
land Bound and the artillery there are of 
syfficient strength to resist an invading 
foe 


Following the leadership of England, 
France, Germany and Japan it is intended 
to hold the greatest series of naval and 


military maneuvres this country has ever 
soen in time of peace. The idea is this: 

The navy department will endeavor to 
get ite biggest ships by the first line of 
eastern defenses of New York, that is to 
say, through Long Isiand Sound. ‘ihe arms, 
with its artillery and infantry branches, 
eeppestes by the militia, will try to see to 
it that th@ navy is rep Msed and does not 
Bet in a position where, if the ships were 

f a hostile fieet, New York could be 
shelied. 

Of course, it will be a sham battle. There 
will be no peosectiiee tired from the forts 
at the atest ships of the navy, and the 
navy will not unlimber the terrible 13-inch 
guns nor start the spiteful rapid-fire bat- 
teries. There will be plenty of gunpowder 
burned, plenty of noise, smoke and al! that 
wort of thing, but the real test will come 
with the decision of experts who will be 
stationed on ships and on shore to decide 
whether, at certain times, an attacking 
ehip could withstand the fire from. the 
forts, providing it were real, or whether the 
forts would have to succumb from the rak- 
ing the ships would give them.

In the war game 
to be played next month the field .will ex- 
tend om New Bedford on the north to 
New York City on the south. There will 
be a certain limit fixed, beyond which the 
Ships cannot go out to sea, There wii! be 
on each ship and in each fort a referee or 
umpire. It will be the duty of these um- 
pires to decide whether or not tne fort wins 
or the ship wins. 

For inetance, if a ship should get bv all 
the cutside forts and come to Forts Schuy- 
ler and Slocum there will be marked there 
a certain zcne which will establish the line 
of effective fire from the fort. If a ship) 
fan get past this zone and in on the forts 
without having a searchlight thrown on her 

a gun fired from the forts and proceed

David Thomas, the young acrobat who 
fell 86 feet from a swinging bar at Delmar 
Garden, diced at the City Hospital at 10:30 
o'clock Wednesday night, just 4% hours 
after the accident happened 

When Thomas arrived at the hospital it 
was not believed that he had been seri- 
ously injured. 

The hospital records simply showed that 
he had ‘received contusions on the back 
and head. 

This diagnosis was made hurriedly at the 
City Dispensary. Afterwards Supt. Niet- 
ert made a thorough examination and 
found that Thomas was fatally hurt and 
could not recover. 

The fact that he lived so long with a 
broken back is in itself considered re- 
markable. : 

Thomas was 2 years old, and had been 
an acrobat about four years. He was also 
a skilled aeronaut and tight-rope walker. 

Tn an interview with the Post-Dispatch 
he said that he never performed over a net 
and it was evident as he spoke that he 
Aid not realize the serious nature of his 
injuries. 

He felt certain that he would recover. 

Thomas figured in several accidents, but 
escaped luckily. 

He was a familiar figure at the Delmar 
Garden, having performed there from the 
commencement of the present season. 

About six months ago he was married 
to Miss Taylor of FE) Paso, Tex. 

lie eloped with the young woman, and 
they were married unknown to their par- 
ents. Mrs. Thomas is prostrated.

SPAIN’S AWAKENING COMING 


He New Minister Tells of the Recent 
Efforts of Her People to Re- 
store Commerce. 

NEW YORK, July 17.—Emillo de Ojeda, 
the new Spanish minister to this country, 
is in the city, and will remain here for a 
short time before going to Newport for the 
remainder of the summer. Discussing the 
conditions of trade in Spain and the pro- 


posed reciprocity treaty with the United 
States, the minister said: 
“Spain, having lost her colonies, fully 


realizes the importance of increasing her 
commercial relations in order to adjust her 
affairs to the new conditions. But what is 
needed as a preparation for increased com- 
mercial intercourse is a better understand- 
ing and more general intercourse between 
the two Peoples. 

“I find there is almost total ! 
a popular sense, in the United States as to 
what Spain is, and there is even greater 
ignorance, if possible, in Spain in regard to 
the United States. 

“As a beginning, therefore, I favor in- 
creased intercourse between the two na- 
tions. When the people of Spain and the 
lnited States get to understand each other 
better the commercial opportunities will 
follow.

NEGLECTED GARBAGE. 


Assistant Health Commissioner Francis, in his comments on 
the numerous complaints regarding uncollected garbage, says that 
in some districta of the city ‘“‘hardly more than one trip a day 
can be expected.” on the part of the contractor’s wagons. 

But if gurbage were collected at least once a day, very few 
complaints would be heard. The letter published in Wednesday's 
Post-Dispatch indicates the state of things which gives cause for 
complaint The writer bees that garbage be collected oftener 
than once in two weeks, and says that although the receptacles 
nre set out as required by law, they are frequently neglected for 
over two weeks, disgusting ond endangering the health of resi- 
dents and passers-by. 

The Health Lepartment should not accept the excuse that ‘‘only 
a ¢ertain class of men can b» hired to drive garbage wagons.”’ 
The contractor is bound by his contract, and should be expected 
to hire such men, at such wages and under such conditions as 
will enable him to carry it out. The public health must not be 
permitted to suffer because garbage collection is not pleasant 
work. Ia making the contract, this fact should have been taken 
into consideration. The excuse is a novel one and has nct been 
heard in other cities. 

There in but one duty for the Health Board itn this connection 
—@nfurce the law and compel the prompt collection of all gar- 


bage.

NOTES ON RECENT SCIENCE. 


Prof. John Milne, the English scientist, 
sums up the cause of the earthquakes and 
volcanic outbursts of Mont ieee and the 
Soufriere with the idea that some huge 
and widespread rearrangement has taken 
place in a big terrestrial fold, the ridge 
whereof is represented by the affected is- 
lands. In this area disturbances of the 
crust are common. Earthquakes are indl- 
cations of the land movements which per- 
sist in the region, while the volcanic out- 
breaks represent what Prof. Milne aptly 
terms a relief of pressure along the fold- 
ings created by the movements. He as- 
sumes that a very considerable alteration 
has thus occurred in the shape of the 
ridge, the visible portion of which is known 
as the Lesser Antilles. The ridge is steep- 
er on its west side than on the east, so that 
soundings taken off Martinique show depths 
of 1200 fathoms at a distance of five or six 
miles. On the other side these depths are 
not met with, even 50 miles distant. From 
the consideration of the steepness, Prof. 
Milne is of opinion that earthquakes would 
be naturally expected to occur along the 
western border of the fold and volcanoes 
along the ridge itself, and this is precisely 
what has been illustrated by the recent 
catastrophe. 


Every nurse nowadays knows how to 
‘“peptonize’’ milk for her patient by add- 
ing specially prepared powders to the fiuld. 
Pepsin. used by the doctor fn cases of fee- 
ble digestion, is prepared from the stom- 
ach of the pig and also from other sources, 
while ferments calculated to aid digestion 
are also made from the sweetbread, whose 
duties in certain respects resemble those of 
the stomach. Pineapple is now commended 
by an eminent medical authority for des- 
sert on the ground that it will help diges- 
tion, and probably its clafms here are much 
more distinct than are the fabled virtues 
of cheese as a desirable item in the menu. 
It has long been known that pineapple con- 
tains a ferment allied to that which, in the 
stomach, in the shape of pepsin, acts on 
nitrogenous foods. A elice of the fruit laid 
upon a beefsteak dissolves the superficial 
albumens of the meat, and probably con- 
verts them into what are called ‘“pep- 
tones." These latter substances represent 
the beef juice and white of egg classes of 
foods, made ready to be absorbed into the 
blood.

WATER RUINS Tt THE CROPS. 


Heavy Loss by ‘Rise of the Mississippi 


Near Hannibal. 
Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 
HANNIBAL, Mo., July 17.—The stage of 


water at noon today was 14 feet 3 inches. 
but the water is expected to be stationary 
by evening, as it is rising very slowly and 
reports from above show a fall at all points 
ae will effect the gauge here for several 
ays. 

The damage to growing crops grows as 
reports come in. All the lowlands above 
this city extending for a distance of 20 
miles are under water and thousands of 
dollars’ worth of corn, hay, wheat and oats 
are under water. Although the water is 
shallow, the corn will be a total loss. as it 
heats quickly under the influence of the 
July sun and the corn is scalded. 

Where the water im deeper some of it 
will escape destruction if the water recedes 
quickly. Wheat that is damaged is largely 
in stack. Bay Island, above the city, is 
practically all under water, some places to 
the depth of several feet. Cornfields can 
be seen with only an occasional blade atick- 
ing out. This land is farmed largely by 
‘tenants, who staked all on this year’s corn 
crop, as last season's was almost a failure. 
The prospect was unusually promising, but 
these people have not only lost their crops 
but nearly all of them have been compelled 
to move to the main land. A number who 
had knolle built about their houses and 
barns remained until today, but the island 
is now practically depopulated, although a 
few men are still trying to save some of 
the wheat. The loss has evidently been 
very heavy on either side of the river for 
a distance of five miles above the city, but 
the damage is heavier on the Missour ‘side,
